Claim Objections Withdrawn 

The objection to claim 13, outlined in the previous Office Action, has been 
overcome by applicant's amendment. The amendment corrects the claim text as 
appropriate. 

112 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 1-30 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, outlined in 
the previous Office Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment and the 
examiner's amendment above. With respect to claim 1, applicant's arguments have 
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been carefully considered and are persuasive. The examiner is now in agreement with 
applicant that the definitions of X, Y and Z are clear in their entirety. With respect to 
claims 4, 5, 7 and 13, the "preferably" clause has been deleted. With respect to claim 
14, applicant's arguments have been carefully considered and are persuasive. The 
examiner is now in agreement with applicant that the term "auxiliary substances" is not 
indefinite. With respect to claim 30, the amendment reformulates the claim as a method 
claim. With respect to the remaining claims, the rejection is now moot. Claims 20 and 
21 have been canceled. 

101 Rejections Withdrawn 
The rejection of claim 30 under 35 USC 101, outlined in the previous Office 
Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment. The amendment reformulates 
the claim as a method claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 and 22-36 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art appears to be US 5,811,582, cited by applicant in the IDS, 
which teaches compounds structurally related to those of the instant invention (column 
2 line 1 ; examples). The cited prior art neither teaches nor suggests the instant 
compounds, however. Nor would it have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
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at the time of invention to modify the compounds of the prior art in order to arrive at 
those of the instant invention. There is no motivation to do so. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
